The UK president termed the 
problem of turnover in personnel 
critical. "During a recent year we 
lost 38 of our very excellent teach- 
ers." he said Within the past 
University claimed one 
of our best men and Michigan 8tate 
of these men is to re- 




sor. associate professor, to professor. 
He is usually 45 to 55 years old be- 
fore he reaches the top. 

"Today, after this long period of 
preparation and slow advancement, 
he looks around to discover he is 
earning no more than a bricklayer, 
a plumber, or an electrician on a 
construction job How can he in 
good faith be happy regarding his 
situation or advise his most capable 
students to prepare themselves for 
the leaching profession that requires 
to much and returns so small a fi- 
nancial reward?"

Fonl Predicts 
Congressional 
Cooperation 

Congress will enact a major por- 
tion of President Eisenhower's legis- 
lative program, it was predicted 
Tuesday night by Congressman Ger- 
ald R. Ford Jr. <R-Mlch.>. 

Ford's prediction, made at a 
Town Meeting of the Air." pro- 
gram at the Coliseum Tuesday mailt, 
was questioned by two Kentucky 
newspapermen, who expressed the 
opinion that the President does not 
speak for his party and will need 
strong support from the Democrats 
if Congress is to pass important 
legislation. 

Congressman Ford contended that 
the President will be able to gef his 
proposals through Congress because 
of his ability to co-operate with 
Congress in an effective manner 

Ford's predictions were made on 
the basis of what he termed the 
President's "batting average." where 
32 or 44. or 72 per cent, of his pro- 
posals were enacted by the 83rd 
Congress. 

He then compared the President's 
"batting average" with that of Har- 
ry Truman, who. he said, had only 
a 42.6 per cent average after a six- 
year term in office.

Dr. Charles Snow 
Aids In Studying 
Bono Of Youth 

Dr. Charles E. Snow, head of the 
UK Department of Anthropology, 
has advised Jessamine County offi- 
cials that human bones found on 
Dec. 5 off a bank of the Kentucky 
River are the remains of a youth 
between the ages of 18 and 19. 

The anthropologist said this week 
that the information was included 
in a report which he prepared for 
the Jessamine authorities following 
an examination of the remains. The 
bones had been turned over to Dr. 
Snow last week. 

"From all indications, these bones 
are the remains of a Negro youth 
who died shortly before completing 
his growth." Dr. Snow said. "We 
were able to establish his age as 
somewhere between 18 and 20 after 
studying the jaw with several teeth, 
ribs and two femurs i thigh bones >," 
he said. 

Dr. Snow explained that it was 
impossible to determine the cause 
of death from the remaining bones. 
However, he did point out that 
neither the skull remnants nor the 
other bones offered evidence of a 
violent death. 

Dr. Snow, during the war. was 
known for his skill in identifying 
the remains of bodies by studying 
bone remnants. His chief task was 
the identification of unknown war

Trustees Fa t or 
UK Med School 

The UK Board of Trustees went 
on record this week as favoring the 
establishment of a medical school 
at the University whenever enough 
appropriations are available 

In this connection, the board 
adopted the following resolution: 

"The Board of Trustees commends 
the Legislative Research Commis- 
sion and its Advisory Committee on 
Medical Education for their excel- 
lent report dealing with the need 
for additional physicians and for an 
enlarged medical service in Ken- 
tucky and with the factors involved 
in the establishment of a state-sup- 
ported medical school at the Uni- 
versity. 

• In the light of the acute needs 
outlined in the report, the Board 
will look with favor on the estab- 
lishment of a medical school at the 
c'liiversity whenever it appears that 
aoequate appropriations can be 
made available 

"The President is hereby author- 
ized It continue studies looking to- 
ward the establishment of a medi- 
cal school at the University, and he 
is authorized likewise to encourage 
and to receive priMtc gifts for this 
purpose."

Former Democratic Congressman 
Tom R. Underwood, now editor of 
the Lexington Herald, agreed that 
I Ford's figures were correct, but ar- 
gued that the Democrats came to 
the President's rescue and passed 
many of his measures. 

Underwood added that, under the 
Truman administration, the GOP 
refused to support legislation spon- 
sored by the Democrats. 

Postponement of basic issues was 
charged to the Republicans by Wel- 
don James. Courier-Journal editor- 
ial writer, who said that issues such 
as farm legislation, tax problems, 
and social security were passed over 
by the 83rd Congress. 

On balancing the budget. Ford 
predicted that the federal deficit 
would be only 3.8 billion dollars for 
the fiscal year of 1954 He compared 
this figure with the 12 billion dollars 
which he said former President Tru- 
man had estimated in his report of 
the budget before leaving office. 

Underwood and James agreed that 
our national defense program has 
been weakened by steep cuts. James 
pointed out that 23.000 men had 
been dropped from the Marine Corps 
alone.

Ford admitted that cuts in per- 
sonnel have been made and that 
there are rumors going around 
Washington about a 10 per cent cut 
in armed forces personnel. He de- 
nied that the cuts have weakened 
national defense, saying that they

(3) flow does he stand with respect to 
other professions and to the lam. hodv ol skilled 
workers in business and industry, i t i Is he 1 tetter 
or worse off than men of science in v:ov < rnmeut and 
iiHhistry. and (5) Are the people ol the state finan- 
cially able to support the Universitv to the extent 
of paving salaries equivalent to those of ] l H() pur 
chasing power? 

The following is a brief resume of the findings oi 
the committee: 

' 1 1 Tin- effett of inflation on the faculty, mem- 
ber. . . The cost-of-living indev in 1940 stood at 
100 3 compared with an average ot I9U.7 tor the 
vear 1U52. and the figure continues to rise. The 
percentage increases in salaries over this 12-ye-ar 
period are. by rank. Professors 59 per cent; associ- 
ate pnrfessors. 64 per cent: assistant professors. 67 
per cent; and instructors. 97 jv-r cent. Onlv in the 
rank of instructor has the faculty meinlx r's increase 
in pay rivalled the steady rise in the price level of 
basic commodities and services, which were ap- 
proximately 90 per cent higher in 1952 than in 1940.

University officials were 
ized Tuesday by the Board of Trus- 
tees to advertise for bids on a new 
residence hall for women students. 

The action was made possible 
through a Kecneland Foundation 
grant which will be used to supple- 
ment the $722,000 in federal funds 
already approved for the project. 
Cost of the structure is cx])cctcd to 
be approximately $1,000,000 

A reinforced concrete and brick 
construction, the building will have 
four stories and a basement. It 
will provide housing for 306 girLs. 
Basic design of the structure, for 
which Prankel and Curtis of Lexing- 
ton are the architects, calls for pairs 
of double rooms with interconnect- 
ing baths The building will be of 
modified Georgian architecture, with 
a central section and two offset 
wings. 

Construction of the dormitory is 
expected to require about eighteen 
months It will be built Just north 
of Patterson Hall, residence hall for 
freshman girLs. 

Features of the building include 
three study halls on each floor, one 
kitchenette per floor, built-in dress- 
ers and closets, and a sundeck. A 
recreation room and kitchen will be 
located in the basement, while the 
first floor will include a central 
lounge and offices.

Blazer Lecturer Speaks 
On German Rejuvenation 



Prof. Oron J Hale, from the Uni- 
versity of Virginia, said in a Blazer 
Lecture Dec. 10, that duett Ameri- 
can aid was a major factor in the 
economical recovery of Germany. 

Prof. Hale spoke before a full 
house at the College of 
Auditorium. Hale was the 
speaker brought to the University in 
the Blazer Lectures scries. His sub- 
ject was -The American Impact 
Upon Germany." 

Hale said that we influenced Ger- 
many with our occupation policy, in 
the presence of our troops, and 
through our foreign policy. He said 
that our troops were probably our 
greatest influence on the people. 

He said that orders for the chlor- 
ination of water caused some dis- 
favor toward the Americans. The 
Germans claimed it hurt the taste 
of their wine. 

Hale said, "Only time will tell 
what our influence on Germany has 
been." He also said that in Ger- 
many the propaganda is very heavy 
and mast be combated. 

Hale served as Deputy United 



States Commissioner for Bavaria in 
1950 and as United States Commis- 
sioner for Bavaria in 1951. He con- 
ducted special interrogations for the 
War Departments General Staff for 
high rank Nazi civilian and military 
in 1945.
